Although Andrew Jackson, Van Bui-en and 
Harrison had each had private secretaries 
who were paid by liie government, congress 
awarded no saJai-y to me, and at the next ad- 
ministration I think the office of private sec- 
retary -u as i-aised to a salary of $2,500 and 
with its assistants it now costs many thou- 
sands. I fii-st systematijsed the business of 
the White House. 
I was my father's busi- 
ness manager, and I devoted my entire time 
for foui- years to the office. 
Dming the lat- 
ter part of my term I spent many days in 
dgning land patents, and I averaged about 
7,000 a day, working continuously. 
Stül I 
got nothing for this work which the govern- 
ment received, and when I left the White 
House I was reduced to such straits that I 
sold for $SÖ to my brother-in-law a gold 
watch chain which had cost me $60, tind thia 
wa« all the money I took away from the 
White House. As Uncle 6am received my 
work it is only fair, it seems to me, that he 
should pay for it." 


"Can you tell me, General, how the office of 
private secretary originated?" 


"Yes," was the reply. "All of the presidents 
from Washington, with Tobias Lear, down to 
Cleveland, with Dan Lamont, have, I think, 
had private secretaries. 
None of them re- 
ceived pay tmtil the days of Andrew Jackson. 
Up to Jackson's time the presidents had to 
sign all of the laud patents issued by the 
United States. 
This labor, as the country 
grew and fe,ttlement increased, became very 
arduous. 
The land patents were great sheets 
ol" parchnji nt as large as the page of the or-

off the body. Then they would unhitch 
these from the team, and tako them 
over to the hunter, who would fasten 
their traces around tho reindeer's horns, 
and drag it to the sledge. Occasionally
